OPPOSED TO A STRIKE NEXT MAY. 


Tlie Huighta lielU-vo It Would llrlug 


Misery on Thousand* or Woi-kin^men 
and Probably Not Attain the Desired 
Object After All—Resolutions Adopted 
by the Con\entiou—Labor Notes. 
ATLANTA, Ga., Nov. 2X—The Knights of 


Labor refuse to sanction a general strike on 
the l»t of May, 1890. Mr. Powderly and 
his executive board are eager for the pass- 
ago cf a law making eight hours a day's 
work, but they think that a general strike 
would biing misery on thousands of work- 
ingmen, and would probably not attain the 
desired object after all. The eight-hour law 
was mado the special order of business by 
the convention Tuesday morning. 
Tho mat- 


tor was discussed from every standpoint. 
The Knights of Jjabor have always been in 
favor of reducing a day's labor to eight 
hours. Mr, Powdery has frequently re- 
quested the general assembly to consider the 
matter and give expression to its views as to 
the best method of putting the schema into 
operation. 
During tbe convention which 


was held in Cleveland in 18Sr>, Mr. Morton, 
a manufacturer of Chicago, before the gen- 
eral assembly suggested a plan for gradually 
reducing the hours of work. 
His- plan was 


tj lessen the houis of work a half hour a day 
each successive year until tbe eight-hour 
standard W<LS reached. 
No decided action 


was taken, but the assembly was much im- 
pressed with the wisdom of tbe policy. 


Tho Trouble In 1SSO. 


At this time, also, the American Fajera- 


tion of Trales had been agitating a general 
strike for ei^ht hours, and they appointed 
the Ut of May, Irf'j, as the day on which 
every laborer should quit work unless the 
demand for eight uours was granted. The 
history of what followed, leading up, as it 
did, to tho Haymarket riot, is well known. 
Mr. Pottderly was forced to issue circulars 
stating that neither the general assembly 
nor the general officers had ordered any 
strike or were in any way responsible for it. 
The American Federation of Trades never 
met again. Tha leaders, however, organ- 
ized a similar union, which they namaJ the 
American Federation of Labor. This body 
met last December, and, according to their 
official report, amid lumultous cheers and 
enthusiastic applause adopted a motion to 
fir tho data for the inauguration of the 
eight-hour work day on May 1, 139D. 
The 


motion was parsed by a vote of S3 yeas to 
S nays.

dleman, at least to a certain extent 
The 


success of e\en this is more than doubtful 
Our present retail merchants buy as cheap- 
ly as they can 
Buj ing is half their busi- 


ness, and receiv es its full share of their at- 
tention 
Competition forces them to sell 


as cheaply as they can, and when the whole 
thing is summed up, the merchant's margin 
will probably be found on the wrong side 
of the ledger 
We are told that nine tenths 


of the men who go into mercantile life fail, 
this in spite of the fact that they gueit 
their entire attention. Now when thellli 
ance concludes to become its own merchant 
what steps will it take to a\oid this <)0 per 
c«nL of failure" On account of the ab- 
sence of vital interest m the business, these 
proposed experimental merchants would 
not be able to withstand the reactionary im 
pulse that would result from 10 per cent of 
failures. To become a success as middle- 
men, the alliances will have to bring to the 
business a caution and foresight many times 
greater than are possessessed by the men 
•who now gi\e up all their time, labor and 
study. 


If Roojls are now furnished to the retail 


consumer at prices so rninous as to result m 
failure to the middleman in nine cases out 
of ten, the fanner will ha^e to look in an- 
other direction for the cause of the high 
prices he has to pay The record shows 
that onr merchants pay too much and sell 
lor too little. It takes something like this 
to account for failures that include 90 per 
cent, of all the men in the business 
Any- 


how, the merchant's probable fate does not 
present itself as an enviable one. The 
farmers who go into the business will dis- 
cover this; and when they get through they 
•will know that the oppr»>ssi\e high prices 
still remain. 


When this time comes, the farmer will 


be ready to go back to the manufactories to 
see If there is not something wrong In 
those high places 
The premium of 47 per 


cent which the manufacturers are appro- 
priating to themselves will be found upon 
Investigation to account for a great deal of 
the reign of high prices and general failure 
tint neowsarily mark the merchant's life.
